they dazle, but give no diftinét Light, and turther, 
rather than prevent Robberies. . 

Furnpikes and Stoppsges may be made, to pre- 
vent Efcapes; and it will be proper for a. Watche 
man to be placed at one of thefe, fix’d at the End 
of a Lane, Court, Alley, or other Thorough- Fare, 
which may happen in any Pact of his Beat; and fo 
as not to obftrué his View from both Ends there- 
of, or being able to give notice as aforefaid: For 
the Watch ought to be in View, as well asin the 
Heating of each. other, or they may be overpower- 
ed, and much Danger may happen. : 

The Streets thus guarded and illuminated, what 
remains but that the Money allotted by the Go- 
verument be inftar-tly paid, on Convidtion of every 
Offender; for Delays in this Cafe.are of dangerous 
Confequence, and no Body will care to venture his 
Life in hopes ofa Reward, if it be not timely and 
duly paid. If there is Reafon ot Complaint on this 
Head, it ought to be look’d into by thofe at the 
Helm; for,nothing can be more vile, than for Un- 
derlings to abufe the Benevolence of the Publick, 
or.their Superiors, by fivkiog, abridging, or delay- 
ing publick or privat Benefits; and where a Noble-
